The National Board of Fire Underwrit­ 
ers reports tha t the estimated fire loss 
for January, 19 36, wa s more than 18 per 
cent in excess of the loss the sa me month 
last year. 
This loss, it adds, reflects only 
the beg inning of an outbreak of serious 
fires, whose ra va g es will be reflected in 
the statistics for succeeding months. 
The unusua lly severe wea ther of J a nu­ 
ary and Februa ry was, of course, la rg ely 
responsible for the increase. 
But to put 
the bla me entirely on wea ther, and to a d­ 
mit no failure on our parts, is certainly 
not justified by the facts. 
The a vera g e 
ma n is not “ rea dy” for bad wea ther— be­ 
cause of human ignorance, carelessness, or 
plain slothfulness. 
How ma ny of us carry 
on 
periodical 
inspections 
of 
furnaces, 
pipes and other hea ting devices in order 
to ma ke sure tha t they will opera te sa fely 
at hig h caiiacity? 
Very few do tha t— 
the rest just ta ke a cha nce that the “ old 
furna ce is okey” , and a disastrous fire 
often results. 
Wa rm wea ther will come again, elimin­ 
a ting the hea ting plant ha za rd for the 
time being — but tha t doesn’t mean tha t 
we are sa fe from fires. 
Each 
season 
brings its own hazards, and all are vitally 
importa nt. 
Dry wea ther bakes out fields, 
setting the sta g e for disastrous grass fires 
— and fires of this character 
have, 
on 
maiij^ tragic occasions, destroyed wliole 
communities. 
And dry shing les are the 
perfect ta rg et for a firepla ce or cooking 
stove spark that can set a house a fla me 
in an incredibly short time. 
Fire loss is rising, after a 
period 
in 
which it wa s slowly but stea dily declining. 
Tha t fa ct should be taken as a personal 
cha lleng e by every citizen, and give up 
the impetus we need to eliminate iiazards 
on our property, cooperate with fire pre­ 
vention bodies, and thus do our part to 
rid the nation of the dread mena ce of 
“ The Fifth Horsema n.“

the s>stein, the goiernm ent w ill be 
appropriating more than $luo. 0 0u,Oi)u 
annually

it will go far towards caring for
